And What Have You

Deane Wright, athletic director for 
Hamlin Schools, has volunteered his 
services in an effort to get a summer 
youth program started for Hamlin. 
How much of a program we will have 
this year will depend on how much 
help he gets and how much interest is 
shown by the youth. 
The program will s ta rt with 
registration Tuesday morning and 
run through the month of July. The 
program will be for boys and girls six 
years of age and older. 
What programs will be available 
will depend on what the youngsters 
are interested in and the availability 
of people to help. 
The school has offered the use of its 
facilities for the program. 
Current plans call for the program 
to run from 9 to 12 Monday through 
Friday during the balance of July. 
It is hoped that there will be enough 
interest shown in this program to lay 
the ground work for a bigger and 
better program next year. 


Since there are a number of boat 
owners in the area it might be well to 
point out that the week of July 4-10 is 
“Safe Boating Week” and to note that 
a new regulation has been added to 
the Texas Water Safety Act. 
Effective immediately the operator 
of every Class A and Class I motor­ 
boat while underway shall require 
every passenger under twelve years 
of age or under to wear a life 
preserver of the sort prescripbed by 
the regulations of the Commandant of 
the Coast Guard. 
This means that just having the 
approved life preservers in the boat 
will not be enough if you have 
youngsters along. 
With 283,132 boats registered in 
Texas it is obvious that more and 
more regulations will have to be 
imposed if the water death rate is to 
be held in check. 


While this country was founded on 
the principals of freedom of speech 
and the freedom of the press, I doubt 
that 
our 
founding 
fathers 
really 
meant for these freedoms to become 
what they have today. 
I find it a little hard to believe that 
the people who wrote our Constitution 
and gave us our Bill of Hights really 
meant for these freedoms to cover the 
public use of vulgar four letter words. 
Nor do I believe that they intended to 
grant 
the press the freedom 
of 
deciding what should and what should 
not 
be 
classified 
governm ent 
documents. 
By the time this is printed it may 
well be that the Supreme Court has 
decided the issue between the 
newspapers and the federal govern­ 
ment in the matter of printing stolen 
government documents. 
What I don t understand is the 
question that is to be determined by 
the courts. From reading all of the 
accounts it seems that the question 
the courts must decide is whether or 
not secret information will really hurt 
our government if it is printed. 


To me the question should be: 
“ Does anyone outside of the 
governm ent 
have the 
right 
to 
declassify information?” 
I don’t believe that I am ready to 
turn over to the New York Times or 
any other newspaper the power of 
determining what should and should 
not be classified information. 
I admit that there is probably a lot 
of information that should no longer 
be classified but it should be up to 
Congress or some other government 
organization to decide this matter 
rather than some newspaper editor. 
To me it seems that the matter is 
one where som eone has stolen 
government documents and some

For 'Postal Service Day’ 


During the inauguration of the new United States 
Postal Service today (Thursday), Postmaster 
Bobby Crowley announced that all members of the 
community are invited to visit the local Post Office. 
Visitors to the Hamlin Post Office will be given a 
new souvenir envelope imprinted with the old and 
new insignia of the Postal Service. 
This envelope will also be made available in 
limited numbers as a first day cancellation, for just 
the cost of an eight cent stamp, by stamping and 
cancelling half of the souvenir envelops in advance. 
This will be the first time first day covers have 
been available in all U.S. Post Offices. 
A photographic display of modern Postal Service 
jobs and functions will help visitors learn more 
about the functions of the Postal Service. 
The inauguration marks the official change from 
the Post Office Department to the U. S. Postal 
Service. Dedication ceremonies in Washington will 
mark the change over. 


STARTS TODAY— 
New Sales Tax Rate 
Starts With IOO Heal 


Beginning today (Thursday), 
10-cent newspapers, coffee, 
candy and soft drinks will cost 
more as the combined State and 
City Sales Tax of 5 percent 
starts with 10-cent sales. The 
new state rate of 4 percent will 
go into effect today, bringing 
the total rate to 5 percent in 
most cities across the state. 


This is true except for ven­ 
ding machine sales and under 
state law vending machine 
sales under 
16 cents 
are 
exempt. 


The one cent tax is imposed 
on all sales from IO cents to 29 
cents. The second cent of the 
new tax is levied between 30 and 
49 cents, there is a three cent 
tax from 50 to 69 cents, four 
from 70 to 89 cents and five-cent 
tax from 90 cents to $1.09. 
Where a city sales tax is not 


charged the tax starts at 13 
cents. 
The City of Hamlin collected 
nearly $1,000 more from the city 
sales tax this quarter over the 
same quarter a year ago. The 
amount collected this year was 
$8,291 and the amount a year 
ago was $7,340. 
Hamlin Herald 
Publisher 
Bob Craig said this week that it 
was his 
understanding that 
while the newsstand price of IO 
cents on the paper was taxable 
that annual subscriptions would 
still be exempt from the tax. 
This is based on the cost per 
each price of less than IO cents 
on annual subscriptions. 
He also noted that 
some 
papers 
are 
raising 
their 
newsstand prices to 14 cents, or 
15 cents tax included, but he is 
putting off any decision on this 
until later.

SECTION 2. Company shall 
lay, 
m aintain, 
construct, 
operate and replace its pipes, 
m ains, laterals and other 
equipment within the city limits 
so as to interfere as little as 
possible with traffic, the sur­ 
faces of any public road, high­ 
way. streets, lanes, alleys or

Company 
shall be required, before doing 
any work in the streets, to first 
notify the City Council or an 
authorized committee or agent 
appointed by said Council of its 
intention to do so.

FORTY FIVE YEARS AGO 
(June 25, 1926)

one time in June, 1926. So here’s 
telling the world that on Thursday 
afternoon, June 17 and on Friday 
morning the 18th, it rained just 5.65 
inches. Most of it fell Thursday af­ 
ternoon. The result was that Hamlin 
houses leaked under the strain of the 
deluge of w ater and the wind. Streets 
looked like rivers, and crossings 
becam e w aterfalls. But there is a 
good side to this. There was but little 
d am ag e. Som e few tre e s w ere 
broken, and some parts of the streets 
were washed. In the country, the 
dam age to crops was greatly offset by 
the good soaker coming at this season 
of the year. The terraced lands could 
not hold all the w ater and broke over 
with a bit of damage, but it is con­ 
ceded that an occasional break-over 
hurts less than a general “ run-off” 
every tim e it rains. Crop conditions 
are fine. A few acres lost now is 
nothing com pared to thousands that 
are cinched for a good crop. 
E ngineers did not figure that floods 
would come in this country. The High­ 
way just east of Hamlin was dam aged 
at the first concrete bridge. The 
abutm ents being washed out.

something the Pentagon con 
Biders secret and doesn’t want 
anybody else to read. 
However in the uproar over 
the publication of the Vietnam 
classified documents from 47 
volumes (some p e o p le wonder 


what the Pentagon needs with 
50 or 60 billion dollars a year but 
they don’t understand the 
details; have you ever figured 
up how many rubber stamps it 
takes to stamp 15 sets of 47 
volumes containing 7,000 pages 
with the words Top Secret- 
Classified,>) there’s one point it 
looks like everybody is missing.

AGENT SAYS- 
Quality Hay Can Maan 
Extra Dollars for Producers 


If county livestock producers 
give special attention to har­ 
vesting good quality hay at the 
right time, they will find out 
that means extra dollars when 
the hay is fed next season, says 
County Agent Kirby Clayton. 
Two 
main 
factors 
that 
determine the quality of hay are 
the amount of fertilizer and 
lime it receives and the age of 
the crop when it is harvested. 
A soil test is the best indicator 
of what nutrients are needed to 
produce abundant amounts of 
hay crops. If no tests were made 
earlier in the year, and present 
growth of forage or yields from 
first cuttings are not up to par 
despite fertilization, a soil test 
must be considered. 
While nitrogen influences 
protein content, phosphorus, 
potassium, and other nutrients 
also help to improve protein and 
the quality of hay. After baling, 
an 
immediate topdress with 
fertilizer will aid in faster, high 
quality regrowth, according to 
Clayton. 
Delaying harvest of hay will 
result in an increased tonnage, 
mostly in the form of stalk and 
fiber, but overall quality will be 
lowered.

AUSTIN — Colonel Wilson E. 
Speir, director of the Texas 
Department of Public Safety, 
today estimated that traffic 
accidents over the long July 4th 
holiday weekend will claim 48 
lives in the Lone Star State. 
In addition. Speir said it 
appears that between 6 p.m. 
Friday. July 2 and midnight 
Monday. July 5 — the official 
holiday weekend — these same 
collisions could result in hun­ 
dreds, perhaps a thousand or 
more injuries, and a monetary 
loss running into the millions of 
dollars. 
The DPS director, in a special 
appeal, said, “We urge Texans 
to reduce the toll by obeying the 
laws of safety, driving defen­ 
sively. avoiding fatigue while 
driving, and. above all, by not 
driving while drinking. The 
ultimate solution to lessening 
the toll obviously lies in the 
hands of each driver.” 
Speir said as many DPS 
patrolmen would be on duty as 
possible, including some from 
uniformed services other than 
the Highway Patrol. He noted

As ii general rule, when you 
request any kind of services to be 
performed for someone else, you 
may indeed be responsible for 
payment. Hut in the ease of a 
medical emergency, the law usu­ 
ally makes an exception and de­ 
nies liability. As one court ex­ 
plained: 
"Persons commonly call for 
medical aid for the sick solely 
out of ii spirit of kindness, with­ 
out any expectation of becoming 
personalty responsible." 
Would it m atter that the sick 
person was your friend or rela­ 
tive? Not necessarily. Thus: 


A man brought his daughter- 
in-law to the hospital for some 
tests 
while 
her husband was 
away on a trip. When surgery 
became necessary, he told the 
doctor to go ahead. Did this re­ 
quest, plus his kinship to the pa­ 
tient. make him responsible for 
the surgical fee? 
A court said no, because it was 
not customary for a man to be 
responsible for his daughter-in- 
law's medical expenses. To make 
him liable, said the court, there 
would have to he a more specific 
understanding between him and 
the doctor. 
Still, the understanding need 
not be as specific as a formal 
legal contract. In another case, a 
man was driving his girl friend 
home from a party when he had 
an accident. The girl was badly 
injured, and he rushed her to a 
hospital. 
There he begged the doctor to 
do everything he could to save 
her life. He said he "felt re­ 
sponsible" because she had suf­ 
fered the injury in his car. 
latter, he tried to avoid liabil­ 
ity to the doctor by pointing out 
that he had not made a specific 
agreement to pay. But a court 
held 
him 
responsible 
anyhow. 
The judge said the comments he 
did make, under such circum­ 
stances. could fairly be interpret­ 
ed as a promise to foot the bills.

And What Have You

Deane Wright, athletic director for 
Hamlin Schools, has volunteered his 
services in an effort to get a summer 
youth program started for Hamlin.

This means that just having the 
approved life preservers in the boat 
will not be enough if you have 
youngsters along. 
With 283,132 boats registered in 
Texas it is obvious that more and 
more regulations will have to be 
imposed if the water death rate is to 
be held rn check. 


While this country was founded on 
the principals of freedom of speech 
and the freedom of the press, I doubt

what they have today. 
I find it a little hard to believe that 
the people who wrote our Constitution 
and gave us our Bill of Hights really 
meant for these freedoms to cover the 
public use of vulgar four letter words. 
Nor do I believe that they intended to 
grant the press the 
freedom 
of 
deciding what should and what should 
not 
be 
classified 
government 
documents. 
By the time this is printed it may 
well be that the Supreme Court has 
decided the issue between the 
newspapers and the federal govern­ 
ment in the matter of printing stolen 
government documents. 
What I don't understand is the 
question that is to be determined by 
the courts. From reading all of the 
accounts it seems that the question 
the courts must decide is whether or 
not secret information w'ill really hurt 
our government if it is printed.

STARTS TODAY— 
New Sales Tax Rate 


Starts With KH Item 


Beginning today (Thursday), 
10-cent n ew sp ap ers, coffee, 
candy and soft drinks will cost 
m ore as the combined State and 
City Sales Tax of 5 percent 
starts with 10-cent sales. The 
new state rate of 4 percent will 
go into effect today, bringing 
the total rate to 5 percent in 
most cities across the state. 


This is true except for ven­ 
ding machine sales and under 
sta te law vending m achine 
sales 
under 
16 
cents 
are 
exempt. 


The one cent tax is imposed 
on all sales from IO cents to 29 
cents. The second cent of the 
new tax is levied between 30 and 
49 cents, there is a three cent 
tax from 50 to 69 cents, four 
from 70 to 89 cents and five-cent 
tax from 90 cents to $1.09. 
Where a city sales tax is not 


charged the tax starts at 13 
cents. 
The City of Hamlin collected 
nearly $1,000 more from the city 
sales tax this quarter over the 
same quarter a year ago. The 
amount collected this year was 
$8,291 and the amount a year 
ago was $7,340. 
Hamlin Herald 
Publisher 
Bob Craig said this week that it 
was his 
understanding 
that 
while the newsstand price of IO 
cents on the paper was taxable 
that annual subscriptions would 
still be exempt from the tax. 
This is based on the cost per 
each price of less than IO cents 
on annual subscriptions. 
He also noted that 
some 
papers 
are 
raising 
their 
newsstand prices to 14 cents, or 
15 cents tax included, but he is 
putting off any decision on this 
until later.

Company shall 
lay, 
m aintain, 
construct, 
operate and replace its pipes, 
m ains, laterals and other 
equipment within the city limits 
so as to interfere as little as 
possible with traffic, the sur­ 
faces of any public road, high­ 
way, streets, lanes, alleys or 
other public places disturbed by 
Company in performing the 
above, and shall restore same 
immediately after completion 
of the work to as near original 
condition as possible and shall 
be 
m aintained 
to

satisfaction of the City Council

FORTY FIVE YEARS AGO 
(June 25, 1926) 


But what’s the use in telling m ore 
about that “ flood" we had 
last 
Thursday 
afternoon? 
E v erb o d y 
knows it now. But some day some 
body maybe the Editor will forget just 
how much rain fell in forty m inutes 
one time in June, 1926. So here’s 
telling the world that on Thursday 
afternoon, June 17 and on Friday 
morning the 18th, it rained just 5.65 
inches. Most of it fell Thursday af­ 
ternoon. The result was that Hamlin 
houses leaked under the strain of the 
deluge of w ater and the wind. Streets 
looked like rivers, and crossings 
becam e w aterfalls. But there is a 
good side to this. There was but little 
dam age. Som e few tre es w ere 
broken, and some parts of the streets 
were washed. In the country, the 
dam age to crops was greatly offset by 
the good soaker coming at this season 
of the year. The terraced lands could 
not hold all the water and broke over 
with a bit of damage, but it is con­ 
ceded that an occasional break-over 
hurts less than a general “ run-off” 
every time it rains. Crop conditions 
are fine. A few acres lost now is 
nothing com pared to thousands that 
are cinched for a good crop. 
E ngineers did not figure that floods 
would come in this country. The High­ 
way just east of Hamlin was dam aged 
at the first concrete bridge. The 
abutments being washed out.

AGENT S A Y S - 
Quality Hay Can Mean 
Extra Dollars for Producers 


If county livestock producers 
give special attention to har­ 
vesting good quality hay at the 
right time, they will find out 
that means extra dollars when 
the hay is fed next season, says 
County Agent Kirby Clayton. 
Two 
main 
factors 
that 
determine the quality of hay are 
the amount of fertilizer and 
lime it receives and the age of 
the crop when it is harvested. 
A soil test is the best indicator 
of what nutrients are needed to 
produce abundant amounts of 
hay crops. If no tests were made 
earlier in the year, and present 
growth of forage or yields from 
first cuttings are not up to par 
despite fertilization, a soil test 
must be considered. 
While nitrogen influences 
protein content, phosphorus, 
potassium, and other nutrients 
also help to improve protein and 
the quality of hay. After baling, 
an 
immediate topdress with 
fertilizer will aid in faster, high 
quality regrowth, according to 
Clayton. 
Delaying harvest of hay will 
result in an increased tonnage, 
mostly in the form of stalk and 
fiber, but overall quality will be 
lowered.

as Coastal Berm uda g rass 
should be cut when the growth is 
about four weeks old or less. 
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Plan to cut alfalfa when ifs one- 
tenth to one-fourth in bloom, 
advises Clayton. 
Cutting hay at these stages 
gives the highest production of 
total 
digestible 
nutrients 
(TDN). 
Another important point to 
remember in producing high 
quality hay is to start baling as 
soon as possible after cuttings, 
reminds the Agent.

v S p e ir. director of the Texas 
Department of Public Safety, 
today estimated that traffic 
accidents over the long July 4th 
holiday weekend will claim 48 
lives in the Lone Star State. 
In addition. Speir said it 
appears that between 6 p.m. 
Friday, July 2 and midnight 
Monday, July 5 — the official 
holiday weekend — these same 
collisions could result in hun­ 
dreds. perhaps a thousand or 
more injuries, and a monetary 
loss running into the millions of 
dollars. 
The DPS director, in a special 
appeal, said. “We urge Texans 
to reduce the toll by obeying the 
laws of safety, driving defen­ 
sively, avoiding fatigue while 
driving, and, above all, by not 
driving while drinking. The 
ultimate solution to lessening 
the toll obviously lies in the 
hands of each driver.” 
Speir said as many DPS 
patrolmen would be on duty as 
possible, including some from 
uniformed services other than 
the Highway Patrol. He noted 
that

forcement agencies will place 
similar special emphasis during 
the holiday period.

As ii general rule, when you 
request any kind of services to be 
performed for someone else. you 
may 
indeed

for 
payment. Hut in tile case of a 
medical emergency, the law usu­ 
ally makes an exception and de­ 
nies liability. As one court ex­ 
plained: 
"Persons 
com m only 
call 
for 
medical aid for I he sick solely 
out o f a spirit of kindness, with­ 
out any expectation of becoming 
personally responsible." 
Would it matter thai lilt sick 
person was your friend or rela­ 
tive? Not necessarily. Thus: 


A man brought his daughter- 
in-law to the hospital for some 
tests 
while 
her 
husband 
was 
away on a trip. When surgery 
became necessary, 
he told the 
doctor to go ahead. Did this re­ 
quest, plus his kinship to the pa­ 
tient. make him responsible for 
the surgical fee? 
A court said no, because it was 
not customary for a man to be 
responsible for his daughter-in- 
law's medical expenses. T o make 
him liable, said the court, there 
would have to be a more specific 
understanding between him and 
the doctor. 
Still, 
the 
undeistanding need 
not he as specific as a formal 
legal contract. In another case, a 
man was driving his girl friend 
home from a party when he had 
an accident. The girl was badly 
injured, and he rushed her to a 
hospital. 
There he begged the doctor to 
do everything he could to save 
her 
life. 
H e said 
he "felt re­ 
sponsible" because she had suf­ 
fered the injury in his car. 
Later, he tried to avoid liabil­ 
ity to the doctor by pointing out 
that he had not made a specific 
agreement to pay. 
But a court 
held 
him 
responsible 
anyhow. 
The judge said the com m ents he 
did make, 
under such 
circum ­ 
stances. could fairly be interpret­ 
ed as a promise to foot the bills.
